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INTRODUOTIO'N. 

In  compiling  the  present  Review,  the  principal  data  made  use  of  are  the  telegraphic  reports  of 
observations  received  at  this  office  for  the  purpose  of  weather  forecasting,  and  reports  by  mail  from 
voluntary  observers  and  .storra.-signal  agents.  For  the  data  used  in  tracing  the  paths  of  areas  of 
high  and  low  pressure  in  the  United  States,  we  are  indebted  to  the  Chief  of  the  Weather  Bureau, 
Washington,  D.C. 

HIGH  AREAS. 

Five  area.s  of  high  pres.sure  were  charted.  They  all  first  apijeared  in  the  far  northern  or  north- 
western portion  of  the  continent,  and  their  course  was  over  the  Great  Lakes,  the  St.  Lawrence 
Valley  and  the  Maritime  Provinces.  Several  of  the  systems  w-ere  -widespread  and  persistent.  This 
was  especially  the  case  of  the  fii'st  one  which  was  situated  near  Lake  Winnipeg  on  the  morning  of 
the  1st,  and  eventually  passed  off  the  Atlantic  coast  on  the  12th.  Local  frosts  were  experienced 
in  the  Western  Provinces  during  the  23rd  and  the  28th  accompanying  the  presence  of  areas  No. 
3  and  5  which  both  travelled  southward  from  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Yukon  Territory. 

LOW  AREAS. 

Seven  areas  of  low  pri'ssure  were  charted.  Three  first  appeared  in  the  far  northwestern  por- 
tion of  the  continent,  one  in  Southern  British  Columbia,  one  in  Lower  California,  one  in  Northern 
Texas,  and  one  near  Barbmloes.  The  general  course  of  the  areas  was  over  the  Great  Lakes  and 
down  the  St.  Lawrence  Valley.  Of  the  two  most  pronoiinced  areas  the  one  which  appeared  in 
Lower  California  on  the  1st  reached  the  Lower  Lake  Region  on  the  3rd,  where  it  caused  a 
heavy  easterly  gale,  attended  by  an  exceptionally  heavy  rainfall,  afterwards  becoming  unimportant. 
The  second  one  was  the  tropical  storm  which  was  first  shown  near  Bai'badoes  on  the  10th,  struck 
into  Texas  on  the  17th  causing  enormous  damage,  and  then  recmwed  to  the  north-eastward  and 
travelled  very  slowly  passing  over  Lake  Ontario  during  the  night  of  the  21st,  and  thence  down 
the  St.  Lawrence  Valley;  after  reaching  Indiana  on  the  21st  it  rapidlj'  became  unimportant,  but 
gave  excessive  rains  in  many  portions  of  Ontario.

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GENERAL  SYNOPSIS  OF  TEMPERATURE  AND  PRECIPITATION. 

The  following  table  is  intended  to  show  the  average  values  of  temperature  and  precipitation  for 
each  province  for  the  mouth  under  review.  District  and  Provincial  means  would,  under  ideal  condi- 
tions, be  deriveil  from  stations  situated  in  equi-areal  squares.  But  since  in  reality  they  are  so  situate 
as  to  appear,  rather,  constellation-wise  upon  the  map,  anomalous  values  arising  from  local  topogra- 
phical peculiarities  may  have  received  more  than  their  just  weight  in  the  computation  of  the  follow- 
ing averages. 

Where  no  difference  from  normal  is  assigned,  observations  over  a  period  long  enough  for  refer- 
ence are  not  available.
